PACKING. We make no charge for packing excepting when stock 1s purchased at

Of late years, 
there has been a steadily increasing demand for 
this class of plants as well as a great improve- 
ment in the varieties, so that they now make 
an important feature in the business of many 
nurserymen. We are making them a specialty at 
the nursery, growing them in large quantities out 
in the open fields under the most favorable 
conditions. Theclassification is the one adopted 
by Prof. L. H. Bailey in the Cyclopedia of 
American Horticulture.
